The evidence invo lved co nsists o f a 
checkbo o k, the stubs and cancelled 
checks, pertaining to an acco unt o f J. 
J. McNamara at the Co lumbia Natio n­ 
al bank. 
This acco unt, declared Fnit- 
ed States Atto rney Miller, was the o ne 
which co nsisted o f the $1,000 a mo nth 
set aside by the executive ho ard o f the 
unio n, and co mprised the fund against 
which McNamara drew o n pay ing fo r 
the unlawful transpo rtatio n o f explo ­ 
sives and in hiring men to blo w up 
buildings and structures. 
Rappapo rt's petitio n did no t say 
whether he had in his po ssessio n the 
articles named in the subpenas, o r any 
o ther evidence, and altho ugh Rappa­ 
po rt in his o wn behalf declared that 
he co nstrued the law’ to mean that he 
did no t even have the right to tell 
whether he had any thing o r no t, Judge 
Anderso n to ld him that his “feelings 
were to o tender” o n that subject and 
that his petitio n was an “evasio n.” 


The o perato rs met this with a demand 
fo r a reductio n o f 10 cents per to n fo r 
mining co al and a co rrespo nding de­ 
crease in the pay fo r o ther wo rk. 
The o perato rs urged the increased 
co st o f mining o wing to the many new 
state laws which require large annual 
expenditures, and which the miners 
themselves have bro ught upo n o pera­ 
to rs. and also that there is already a 
surplus o f mined co al, and 
higher 
wages wo uld mean that the miners 
wo uld he idle a great part o f the time 
and wo uld lo se mo re than the reduc­ 
tio n which is asked. 
The miners asked that the interna­ 
tio nal o fficers be permitted to take 
part in the sessio n o f the jo int co m­ 
mittee. and this was agreed to , hut the 
o fficers will have no vo te in determin­ 
ing any questio ns arising in the co m­ 
mittee. 
There is no indicatio n what­ 
ever o f the miners and o perato rs co m 
ing to gether o n a basis o f higher 
wrages.

The making o f cakes as well as the 
making o f bread has passed thro ugh 
a perio d o f evo lutio n. 
Fo r the busy 
ho usewife who finds it necessary to 
do the bulk o f the wo rk and in mo st 
cases all o f the ho useho ld wo rk, be­ 
sides sewing, it seems expedient that 
she use the utmo st eco no my o f effo rt 
in acco mplishing her 
duties. 
The 
pro cess o f cake making has alway s 
been o ne o f much time. 
During re­ 
cent y ears o f experiment in o ur co o k­ 
ing scho o l labo rato ries, we find that 
go o d cake, as go o d as the o ld meth­ 
o d, may be made with much less ex­ 
pense o f time, and materials. 
When 
butter Is 40 cents a po und it is so me 
co mfo rt to kno w’ by actual test that 
we may have cake o n o ur tables with­ 
o ut mo rtgaging 
the farm. 
Except 
when used wrarm, cakes 
that 
are 
sho rtened with lard, 
sno wdrift 
o r 
o ther pure and o do rless fats canno t 
be to ld fro m tho se made with butter. 
It is alway s necessary to remember 
that the required 
amo unt 
o f 
salt 
sho uld be used, o therwise the taste o f 
the cake will be flat, stale and unpro f­ 
itable. 
The amo unt o f sho rtening to be 
used depends upo n the cake, a half 
to three-quarters o f a cup is sufficient. 
When using butter the o ld metho d 
was first to give the butter a go o d 
creaming until so ft and waxy then 
add the sugar gradually , a pro cess ex­ 
ceedingly slo w’. 
No w’ the up-to -date 
co o k when she is extravagant eno ugh 
to use butter warms it by gentle heat 
until it is melted, then adds po wdered 
sugar which co sts just a cent mo re 
fo r a cake, and she has a cake which 
can be co mpared favo rably with any 
creamed butter cake. 
The fact that 
the butter can be melted 
and 
the 
sugar added saves much time in the 
j making. 
I 
A po rtio n o f cake In a serving is 
equal to a glass and a half o f milk o r 
tlwee eggs in fo o d value, so that cake 
is no t entirely a fo o d accesso ry , but 


a real food In the menu. 
Tn melting butter for cake care 
should be taken that it do es not get 
too hot as g utter 
fat 
deco mpo ses 
when heated and is thus less digesti­ 
ble.

a pit will 
make one erf the best grits. 
When pounded into 
small 
pieces, 
broken crockery will make excellent 
grit, also. 
A little sand mixed with 
the other grit is helpful, but It will not 
answer for exclusive use, not 
being 
sharp nor coarse enough. 
If y ou prefer, y ou can buy prepared 
grit from the dealers in poultry sup­ 
plies. 
A good many people do this 
and a good many other people buy 
oy ster shells with the belief that they 
are obtaining grit. 
The hens need 
some of the oy ster shells, ife they sup­ 
ply the sy stem with lime and car­ 
bonates, but they will not take the 
place of grit. 
They are too soft, and 
digest rather than grind.

CUTTING PRICES 


Lates t Dev elopment in Lew Shank ’s 


W ar on Middlemen. 


Indianapolis. Jan. 27.—Under an ar­ 
rangement made by Mayor Shank In 
pursuance of his war on the middle­ 
men, pork, cabbage and poultry are 
on sale at the city market today at 
prices that tempt the consumer. 
A 
farmer consigned ten dressed hogs to 
the mayor’s agent, w-ho announced the 
following prices; 
Pigs’ feet, 2 cents 
each: spare ribs, 11 cents a pound; 
fresh ham, 12 cents a pound; backs, 
14 cents a pound; fresh shoulders, 9 
cents a pound; hogs’ heads, 4 cents a 
pound; sausage, 11 cents a pound, and 
pure lard, 10 cents a pound. 
The mayor also procured three tons 
of 
Holland 
and 
domestic 
cabbage, 
which he is selling at 2% cents a 
pound. 
Dressed chickens are being 
sold at 18 cents a pound; country but­ 
ter at 25 to 30 cents a pound, and fresh 
eggs at 31 cents a dozen. 


General Montero refused the presi­ 
dency when nominated by the troops, 
turned the leadership of the provision­ 
al government over to General Fiavio 
Alfaro, and took the field at the head 
of one body of revolutionary troops.

The court martial sen­ 
tenced him to sixteen years’ impris­ 
onment. 
This aroused the greatest 
indignation on the part of the people, 
who had clamored for a death sen­ 
tence. 
They rushed into the court­ 
room ami riddled the general with bul­ 
lets. 
By this tirne the mob was beyond all 
control. 
They seized the body of the 
general and dragged it through the 
streets to a certain place, where a fire 
was built. Then the head was hacked 
off and the body and all burned.

Two other generals, Eloy Alfaro and 
Paez. who are to be courtmartialed, 
are believed to have been taken to 
Quito.
